We believe the day will come when men will 


lie paid for their money and for their time in 
proportion as they render service to society. 


Some people imagine that the whole dispo- 


sition of trying to get large pay for small serv- 
ice is confined to the wage earner. It is not con- 
fined to'liiiii. In fact, we believe that this dis- 
ease which seems to possess people, of trying to 
get larger returns than the investment of either 
their effort or money deserves, is a contagious 
one, and in late years it has just begun to affect 
the mass of wage earners. 


But is there any difference in the principle 


of trying to get greater return upon the invest- 
ment of a dollar than the dollar is fairly able to 
earn, and endeavoring to get a greater return on 
the investment of one's time than one is fairly 
able to earn?

Does an investment of 67« return appeal to 


a money investor? Well, hardly. If he cannot 
make 20% on it either in surplus added or in- 
creased valuation or distinct dividends he hard- 
ly considers the proposition a real investment. 
He considers it in the nature of a loan, and he 
differentiates at once between a loan and an in- 
vestment. At the present price of government 
bonds one can loan to the government and re- 
ceive better than 6^ when one considers the re- 
duction in the price of the bonds. One can loan 
money on first mortgage security at 67" Or even 
7ft, but thousands seeking investment for their 
money are not looking for just service, they are 
looking for large and abnormal returns. 


Many enterprises during the past few years 


have actually reproduced themselves in a year 
or in other words have made 1007*. This is re- 
ceiving for the investment of a dollar for one 
years time, that which it would normally earn 
as a loan, for a period of 1(5 years. 


But when one makes this amount on the in- 


vestment of his money, he is considered a good 
business man. He is patted on the backhand 
Jaud/ed by society. But, should we not apply the 
same rules to this investment that we do to the 
investment pf the brick layer?
